Washington, March l l . — M ajor Gen­ 


eral Funston, under orders of Presi­ 


dent W ilson to hunt down V illa and 
get him, dead or alive, is moving his 
troops tonight under the veil of rigid 
secrecy. 


Carranza’s 
communication 
regard­ 
ing the sending of Mexican troops into 
the United States if necessary to fol­ 


low the bandits has been forwarded 
to the president on the Mayflower. 
Tonight he sent word he would con­ 
sider it until his return to Washington 
Monday. 


It is believed by officers that such 
arrangements as are proposed by Car­ 


ranza w ill not Result in a single Mexi­ 
can soldier entering this country, as it 
is felt that w ith the tightening of the 
border patrol the possibility of ban­ 
dits crossing into the United States 
is very remote. 


The Carranza note relieved the ap­ 
prehension of some officials, who con­ 
sidered that there wras a possibility

Carranza Makes a Proposition. 
Washington, 
M arch 
l l . — W hile 
Am erican 
troops 
were preparing to 
cross the Mexican border to extermi­ 
nate the V illa bandits, General Car­ 
ranza, in an official communication, 
delivered through Consul Sillim an, has 
asked the United States for permis­ 
sion to send troops 
into 
American 
territory in pursuit of Mexican ban­ 
dits and outlaws. 
Adm inistration officials regard Gen­ 
eral Carranza’s proposal favorably. 
It 
seems to indicate that he w ill not 
protest against Am erican troops go­ 
ing on Mexican soil, as 
had 
been 


feared. 
Practically such an agree­ 
ment never w’ould result in a single 
Carranza soldier crossing the line, as 
the possibility of a Mexican bandit 
taking refuge in American territory 
is considered very remote. 
It is indicated, however, that such 
an arrangement would go far to satis­ 
fy General Carranza and permit him 
to comply w ith popular sentiment in 
Mexico. 
There was no indication to­ 
day as to how’ the proposal would be 
received, but it is known that the 
administration realizes the necessity 


of avoiding a breach w ith Carranza if 
the Mexican situation is not to grow’ 
into intervention. 
Secretary of W a r 
Baker referred to the Mexican expedi­ 
tion as a “ defensive” one. 
This was 
regarded as a significant indication of 
the administration policy to make it 
clear that it is proceeding with due 
regard for the sovereignty of Mexico 
and entirely as an aid to the constitu­ 
tional authority.

Americans to be 
torpedoed 
without 
warning since the new’ Austro-Gerraan 
submarine w*ar on armed merchant­ 
men went into effect. 
The Silius left New’ York for H avre 
on February 4. 
The Petit Parisien 
says that one of the Americans on the 
Silius was injured in his leg and w’as 
taken to the Pasteur hospital. 
He is 
John 
Hartm an, 
18 years old. 
The 
Silius was a 1,500-pound bark. 
Slate department officials seem in­ 
clined to view’ the attack on the Silius 
as a serious affair. 
So far, the dis­ 
patches have simply said that the ves- 
el was destroyed without warning. 
No mention was made as to the na- 
ionality of the submarine and there 
was nothing to indicate 
whether 
a 
submarine was responsible 
for 
the 
sinking of the vessel or whether she 
was struck by a mine. 
It is presumed, 
however, that the Am erican consul af 
lavre got his information from mem­ 
bers of the crewr, some of whom were

Fire of Unknown Origin Did Damage 
to Extent of $25,000.

Clinton, Mo., March l l —The large 
grain elevator of L .E. Keyes & Son, 
located here, w’as totally destroyed by 
fire at 6:30 o’clock this evening, en­ 
tailing a loss of $25,000, partially cov­ 
ered by $12,000 insurance. 
The origin of the fire is unknown. 
Mr. Keyes left the elevator shortly 
before 6 o’clock 
Saturday 
evening, 
leaving his son. L. W . Keyes, and an 
assistant m iller in charge. 
They left 
shortly afterwards. 
Twenty minutes 
later the driver of a wagon noticed a 
small flame within the building and 
turned in the alarm, but before the 
arrival 
of 
the fire department the 
flames had enveloped the entire build­ 
ing. 
The elevator was 
stored 
with 
corn, wheat and oats and was one o* 
the largest elevators in this section o 
the state. 
It was formerly ow’ned by 
J. H. Cracker. 
It had a large output 


of corn products. 
Forty five shares of 
the 
elevator 
were owned bv Mr. Keyes and his 
son, while the 
remaining 
fifty-five 
shares were owned by parties in St 


Louis. 
The fire had burned itself out at 
IO o’clock Saturday night.

cost of $20,000,000 and the whole re-1 
m aining crop of R um ania a t $50,000,-1 
OOO—in all about $86,000,000, probably 
the largest hulk expenditure for w heat 
ever made. 
This is a new d e p artu re —govern­ 
m ent buying up the w heat supply. 
It 
lias a special interest to the United 
States for two reasons, nam ely: 
First, 
the 
rate 
of American ex­ 
change, 
which 
w ent 
so 
strongly 
against England last fall, is dependent 
on keeping down im ports of Ameri­ 
can wheat, cotton and 
other 
pro­ 
ducts. 
In this way th e balance of 
trade will not be so heavily against 
England as it was last fall; the drain 
of gold to m eet th a t balance will not 
be so heavy, and the exchange rate 
will remain steady. 
One of the high­ 
est officials of th e governm ent told 
the Associated P ress, w hen the rate 
of exchange crisis occurred last fall, 
th at one of the su rest w ays of steady­ 
ing the exchange w as for England to 
stop buying w heat 
in 
th e 
United 
States and buy it instead in A ustra­ 
lia, Canada and elsew here. 
He inti­ 
m ated strongly, too, th at this would 
be done, and apparently it has been 
done, although the Corn Exchange is 
Hooding the London press with quer­ 
ies as to why these government pur­ 
chases are m ade: 
Second, irrespective of the exchange 
rate, 
the 
governm ent 
purchase 
of 
wheat discloses the trem endous w ea­ 
pon which the quadruple allies pos­ 
sess in the control of that fundam en­ 
tal loud product .

. getting it delivered if bought.

from reports obtained through the 
Corn exchange.

the figures are published in the lead­ 
ing organs of the Exchange, as com­ 
piled from all available sources, in­ 
cluding official.

Viscount Kentaro, Who Came to the 
United States in Official Capac­ 
ity, Discusses Organiza­ 
tion 
After 
War. 


He Has Just Made an Official Report 


to the Effect That While the 
Isthmus Is Rising, No III 
Results Will 
Be Felt. 


W ashington, 
M arch 
l l . —That the 
Panam a canal will not be swallowed 
up by an earthquake in the future 
and that the troublesom e slides now’ 
being encountered will eventually be 
conquered and the 
great 
waterway 
made an unqualified success, is the 
opinion of Donald F. MacDonald, for­ 
merly canal geologist and now mining 
geologist for the United States bureau 
of mines. 
Mr. McDonald, who spent several 
years on the isthmus making a careful 
study as to the fragility of the e arth ’s 
crust, has just made an official report 
to the effect that, while through seis­ 
mic disturbances, the whole isthmus 
is rising at the rate of three feet every 
hundred 
years, 
this will not neces­ 
sarily injure the canal . As far as he 
sees, it will merely mean a little addi­ 
tional expense in the dredging of the 
big waterway. 
The cause of this ris­ 
ing, he says, is the sinking of the 
ocean bottom outside 
the 
isthmian 
shore waters. 
Every time there is a 
little movem ent of the ocean bottom, 
the isthmus, to be in harmony, joins 
in. 
He also suggests that if tin1 rising 
motion be rapid, then there would be 
serious danger for the 
canal, 
but, 
that from what has happened in re­ 
cent geologic time, it may be conclud­ 
ed that tile canal is not in any appre­ 
ciable danger from the instability of 
the Isthm ian land. 
The rising of the 
isthmus, however, has been responsi­ 
ble for the many slides 
that 
have 
been encountered, in that the motion 
of the ground 
has 
dislocated 
and 
crushed the rocks, leaving them weak 
and unstable. 
“At any rate,” says Mr. MacDonald, 
“so far as the digging of the Ciilebra 
cut is concerned, these faults have 
Increased the cost of the canal several 
million dollars. 
“As to the slides, Culebra cut is a 
vast ditch that passes through many 
varieties of rock in the nine miles of 
its length . Some of these are weak 
and unstable, and where the slopes ol 
the cut were steep and IOO to 300 feet 
high Die weaker rocks crushed down 
to flatter slopes. 
W henever the slope- 
got flat enough, the sliding stopped, 
i \t no time did the engineering staff 


I constructing the canal 
believe 
that 


1 1he slides were a menace to the ulti- 
i mate completion and successful oper- 
| ation of the canal, in spite of the fact 
that 
at 
times there were somewhat 
troublesome. 
They have made neces­ 
sary the Excavation of about 30,000,- 
000 cubic yards more than 
was 
in­ 
cluded in the first estim ates for Cule­ 
bra cut, but they have not in the past 
and will not in the future endanger 
the ultimate success of the canal.” 
% Mr. MacDonald calls attention to the 
fact that one is apt to forget that the 
greatest variation of atmospheric pres­ 
sure near sea level may be more than 
four million tons per square mile and 
that if the adjustm ent of atmospheric 
pressure, in a very large cave or mine 
lags behind any quick increase in at­ 
mospheric pressure at the surface, a 
considerable strain may be added to 
the roof of such an excavation. 
Dis­ 
cussing the real cause of the slides, 
Mr. MacDonald declares that in many 
cases the immediate cause was the 
oversteepness 
and 
height 
of 
the 
slopes, the blasting and other work a t­ 
tributable only to man. 
He adds that 
the geologic conditions were not suf­ 
ficiently considered in the first plans 
for digging Culebra cut. 
As the strength of the famous Ca­ 
j u n dam has been brought into ques­ 
tion on a number of occasions, Mr. 
MacDonald refers to it in some length.

No Grounds for the Tales That Are 
Floating About— Reed Says He Is 
Attending to H is Own Race 
for the Senate. 


Washington, 
March 
ll.—Reports 
which have reached here of a combi­ 
nation in Missouri to ‘ put. over” a 
slate in the forthcoming democratic 
state convention and 
primary 
were 
flatly 
repudiated 
by Speaker Clark 
and Senators Stone and Heed. Other 
members of the Missouri congression­ 
al delegation also disclaimed knowl­ 
edge of the plan. 
As heard here, 
the 
combination 
contemplated making certain the re­ 
nomination of Senator Reed, the nom­ 
ination of Francis M. Wilson, United 
States district attorney 
at 
Kansas 
City, for governor; the indorsement 
of Governor Major for vice president, 
and the selection of Excise Commis­ 
sioner Horace Rumsey, of St. Louis, 
as national committeeman to succeed 
Edward F. Goltra, 
There also were a few side agree­ 
ments, according to rumor, 
one 
of 
which was that Senator Stone, in or­ 
der to keep Governor Major out of 
the senatorial campaign against Sen­ 
ator Reed, had promised to support 
the governor for vice president and 
had pledged himself to retire volun­ 
tarily at the expiration of his term in 
the senate, so that Major might have 
a clear field for election as Senator 
Reed’s colleague in 1920. 


Referring categorically to the sev­ 
eral reports, Senator Stone said: 


“I am not directly or indirectly, ap­ 
proximately or remotely, in a combi­ 
nation 
with 
anybody to secure the 
nomination of any man for governor. 
While I hold Mr. VV ilson in high es­ 
teem as one of the strong men in the 
state, he has never asked me to sup­ 
port him and I have never suggested 
to him that I would. 
‘•Regarding the suggested indorse­ 
ment of Governor 
Major 
for 
vice 
president, I will say that I am not in 
any combination for that purpose. 
I 
have said that if the state convention 
saw proper to present the name of any 
worthy Missouri democrat 
for 
vice 
president, I would support him. 
“In respect to the alleged agreement 
to the effect that in consideration of 
Governor Major not running for sena­ 
tor this year I would support him for 
vice president and that I would vol­ 
untarily retire at the end of my term 
and thus give him a clear field to suc­ 
ceed me, my answer is that the story 
is not only without foundation in fact, 
but is absurd.” 
Asked if he and other Missourians 
In Washington official life had agreed 
to attempt to control the federal of­ 
fice holders of the state in the interest 
of the reported combination, Senator 
Stone said: 
“Off hand, I would 
declare 
that 
story mere political buncombe.” 
Speaker Clark disposed of the va­ 
rious rumors with characteristic brev­ 
ity. 
“Most emphatically I am not in any 
combination,” he said. 
“I don’t be­ 
lieve there is any such combination 
and if there is I am not in it.

not committed to any man for any 
office, excepting that I have indorsed 
A. O. Rule, of St. Louis, for subtreas­ 
urer, as heretofore stated.
